Palestine Excavators Make

JERUSALEM, July 26.—Discov- 
ery of what it is hoped may prove 
to be the long sought tomb of Da- 
vid was announced today by Rev. 
J. Carrow Duncan of the Palestine 
Exploration Fund. | 

Rev. Mr. Duncan states that the 
excavations at Ophel brought to 
light on the western side a series 
of underground rock-cut cham- 
bers, comprising a large central 
room with fine smaller chambers, 
five feet in size, leading into 
two rooms, each fifteen feet by 
eight. These again lead into sim- 
flar narrow chambe each with 
smaller chambers cut into its walls. 

Tool marks on the walis are of 
the iron age period and not @ar- 
than 1200 B. C. There ts a 
similar series of rock chambers 
and galleries on the eastern side 
of Ophel, entered from the face of 
a rock scarp under the Jebusite 
east city wall and closed by a cur- 
ious stone door. It is considered 
not impossible that this consti- 
tutes David's tomb and the proba- 
bility is that both sets of parts 
constitute a series of royal tombs. 
Its series is much abused by later 
usage, first as an olive press and 
as store rooms in the Byzantine pe- 
riod, then as cisterns by Arabs.

The prince of peate, Demo- 
cratic leaders felt, was stronger in 
the national convention than any- 
where else. While he could not 
dominate a majority, he was able 
to defeat pro lanks for 
platforms, or defeat a candidate in 
a close contest. In recent cam- 
paigns he devoted much of his time 
fo preventing -the “wet” element of 
the party from influencing the 
committee on platform and resolu- 
tions. The Prohibitionists depend- 
ed on him to compel the adoption 
of a dry platform, and in the 1924 
convention, particularly, he was 
very active in opposition to evéry 
move of anti-Prohibitionists.

Testimony before the 
grand jury here last May. showed 
that one\ morning last February, 
just after the huband, Henry War- 
ren, had left home to transact 
some business at Danville, Ky., 
Mrs. Warren left the house to milk 
some cows.

RED CROSS NEEDS AID 
Among the worthiest of the 
agencies that is to be alded by the 
emergency fund is the Red Cross. 
This organization has been labor- 
Ing valiantly to do more than the 
share allotted to them in the hu- 
manitarian restorstion work. To- 
day, the Red Cross faces a grave 
situation. To it is assigned the duty 
of rehabilitating the destitute fani- 
flies that suffered through the 
earthquake. 

To the Red Cross has fallen the 
problem of attending to the needs 
of the families Included in the 
earthquake victims. Within *hree 
weeks 535 cases have been given 


to this organization. Bach case 
demanded immediate assistence. 
The included, mostly, nmrodest fam- 


ilies whose homes ve crumbled, 
whose jobs have been lost, leaving 
them homeless and without any 
means of support. 

Eighty ver cent of the cases al- 
lotted to the Red Cross are cases 
of families whose homes have been 
destroyed. They must be housed, 
they must be fed, their sick must 
be given medical attention. The 
majority of the remaining 20 per 
cent include families whose homes 
may bave been partially spared 
from the wrath of the earthquake 
but their furnishings—furniture, 
dishes and whatnot—have been 
ruined. ‘These must be replaced. 


EMPLOYED GIRIA SUFFER 

One of the worst problems con- 
fronting the Red Cross consists 
of that of dependents, girls princt- 
pally, whose only means of liveli- 
ood were their positions, whose 
homes were located in sparsely fur- 
nished reoms in rooming-houses 
and cheap hotels. Scores of these 
girls lost all they possess in the 
isaster. They have no clothing 
and no place to sleep. They ex- 
pect the Red Cross to attend to 
these needs. Sick persons.are be- 
ing boarded in private homes. Their 
board and room must be paid, and 
it is up to the Red Cross to pay 
these bills. Loans are demanded 
for the reconstruction of damaged 
homes—falisn chimneys, complete 
replastering jobs, ete. Who 
there to pay for it? This also is 
one of the Red Cross problems. 

Some homes are damaged to 
such an extent that temporary liv-‘ 
ing quarters must provided. 
Tents are iasued to these victims. 
A count of such temporary houses 
revealed today that thirty-five fam- 
ilies are ljivine tn tenta furnished 
bv the Red Cross. At one time 
thie figure reached 146 tents. Also. 
with the tents, mattresses and cots 
muet be supplied. 

Where is the money to come 
from to pav for this enormous min- 
istration of mercy? 


CONTRIBUTE $10,000 

Such is the greatest problem 
confronting. the Red Cross. A fund 
of $10,000 has been contributed by 
the National Red Cross Associa- 
tion. That is all that the national 
organization can spare. The fate 
of Santa Barbara has not been the 
only disaster attended to in re- 
cent months by the Red Cross. re- 
membe:. Contributions, tn addi- 
tion to the $10,000, total approxi- 
mately $4000. 

“The voluntary conributions 
have been next to nothing.” one of 
the high Officials of the Red Cross 
stated today. “We cannot carry on 
this work uniess we get more 

It is for such worthy purposes 
as this that the fund for $1,100,000 
is being raised by the California 
Development Association. A gen- 
erous portion of it is to he con- 
tributed to the rehabilitation of 
Santa Barbara’s homeless families.

In his closing address Dr. Ray Lyman 
Wilbur, president of Stanford and chairman 
of the Pacific Relations Institute, said that 
the mass education movement in China 
held the attention of delegates to an extent 
which overshadowed immigration and other 
problems. In pointing out the possibility 
of nationalities meeting together to discuss 
international subjects without antagonizing 
each other he asserted that this convention 


had been one of mental disarmament. 


The phrase is aptly coined and calls*for 
particular attention during thé preparation 
of negotiations which President Coolidge 
wishes to speed up on account of the tron- 
bles which have recently arisen in China: 

“When minds are disarmed of hatred and 
national prejudice the weapons which only 
serve to maintain such mental disqualifica- 


} tions will-rest in the scabbard and on the 


gunrack. The plea which the Christian 
general, Feng Yu Hsiang, marshal of Chi- 
nese forces, sends to all Christians in all 
Christian nations to call a halt on foreign 
overbearing in China is a document which 
manifests what the meeting of Confucian 
philosophy and European moral theology 
may accomplish in even a martial mind. 
Written in plain, simple language of ap- 
pealing sincerity, the philosopher calls to 
the moralist to make arms unnecessary 
through proper application of political theo- 
ries of democratic equality. 

Marshal Feng makes it very clear why 
the British and the Japanese objected so 
strenuously to a settlement of extraterrito- 
riality in China, which is the only country 
left where that abandoned international 
@octrine is still enforced. Chen, China's 
representative at the Pacific Relations tn- 
stitute, alludes to the same idea in the 
question how self-determination is applied 
to the Chinese, for instance in Shanghai, 
where they form 90 per cent of the popu- 
lation and pay 75 per cent of the taxes and 
yet have no voice dn the conduct of the city 
government and where their request for 
this rgpresentation was turned down by for-
